Church Corporation Which is Worth 


Over Fifty Mllliuu Dollars. 


George Alfred Townsemi 


Trinity church ia a Gothic edifice, about, two 


hundred feet long by about eighty feet wide, 
with a spire 2&1 feet high. This church was 
endowed by Quoon Anno. It ia considered the 
mother of Episcopal churches in America. A 
Dutch woman named Annoke Jane owned a 
farm 
on 
this 
island, 
now 
covered 


with 
costly buildings, 
which 
was con- 


veyed 
to 
this 
church, 
and 
is 
the 


source of its riches. About eleven years 
ago the value of Trinity real estate was consid- 
ered to be 840,000,000 to $50,000.000 and many 
of onr streets are named for rectors and vestry- 
men of the Trinity corporation. From Trinity 
have emanated such later churches as St. 
Paul's half a mile further up, which was dedi- 
cated in 17110; SI John's, erected ia 1K07, the 
square before which was bought by Vanderbilt 
for $1,000,000, and St George's, dedicated in 
17KJ, all throe of which were in the Trinty par- 
ish. Later Episcopal churches here have tol- 
lowed the nomenclature adopted in England, 
and we have the Church of the Holy Apostles, 
of tho Holy Innocents, of the Holy Commun- 
ion, of the Holy Martyrs, of St Albans, Nt. 
Ambrose, St Andrew, etc. Since 1823 no burials 
have been allowed in Trinity graveyard. 


'J.he Trinity church farm Jay north of Ful- 


ton street, on the west side of Broadway, and 
was cut into lots about the year 1700. 
This 


farm extended to Duane street and had been 
the property of the Dutch West India com- 
pany. The famous Lord Coruberry— a man 
who used to dress in woman's clothes", and who 
indicted fine and imprisonment on a poor Pres- 
byterian preacher who ventured to preach in 
his private house — being very zealous for tlio 
Established church, gave this confiscated farm 
in 1SU5 to tho Trinity corporation. 
The old 


farm-house stood where the Astor House now 
stands. Trinity began to lease the lots in 17111), 
at £8 a year. 
With the growth of this city the 


Trinity church property has become an i-iior- 
mons bonanza. 
ISo wonder that it has turned 


the head of a young priest, whose father spent 
his entire life holding office, and finally got to 
consider himself us a privileged office-holder. 


There 
is 
a 
very 
small 
congre- 


gation at Trinity, it being a ahqw church, hav- 
ing a connection with many of the old families, 
and it supports parish schools and other 
things on which it ean draw with almost mili- 
tary discipline or a congregation. In the 
church-yard are buried Alexander Hamilton, 
Robert Pulton, the Livingston family, Law- 
rauce, some of the Astors ami many of the old 
English merchants bore.

The caroor of Wiggins calls to miud the pun- 


ishment which Dean Swift and somo of his 
friends inflicted upon a weather-prophesying 
impostor in Qneen Anne's time, known as Part- 
ridge, the almanac maker. Partridge started 
iu life as a shoemaker; but he soon loft that 
lor the more profitable and less laborious pnr- 
buits of quack, prophet, and humbug gener- 
ally. His pretensions imposed on credulous 
people, and his almanacs were bought by the 
thousands. To show what sorry quacks Wig- 
gins and Vonnor are, notwithstanding the lapse 
of two centuries, during which the art of hum- 
bugging lias been developed immensely, they 
have not improved in tlio least on Partridge's 
system. Ho, just as they, foretold storms in 
March andjDecember, eliowers in April, hot 
weutuor in August, and frosts in November, 
anil made as loud boasts as if a hit was made. 


Swift became disgusted at Partridge's pre- 


tensions, and determined to put him down. 
Walking around London one day, he noticed 
over a smith's shop the sign, ^Isaao Bickor- 
staa1." It struck his fancy, and ho stored it in 
Ins memory for future use. In January, 1708, 
I'avtrulge came out with his almauao as iisnil. 
A few weeks afterward London wau astonished 
by the publication of a small sheet which pur- 
ported to contain the predictions of Isaac 
Bickersfaff, astrologer. It inaclo a profound 
Honsation, and the sale was great. Instead of 
tho vague and indefinite hinte at fatnrity 
which Partridge's almanacs contained, it fore- 
told foreign and domestic events with the 
greatest particularity, giving even tho hour of 
the day whoa deaths of famous men, great 
victories and defeats should occur But one 
fetatemont created the most talk; for at II 
o'clock on tha 29th of March it was predicted 
tlwt Partridge, the almanac maker, would die. 
Partridge himself stoutly denied its truth, but 
it was of no use. 
On tlio yOtli of March 


another pamphlet came out giving a circnm- 
Htaiitial account of his death after a sincere re- 
pentance of his sins and a confession ot the 
worthlessness of his almanac. Everybody be- 
lieved he was dead, and Partridge was never 
able to convince the public that he was still 
alive. It broke up his business, and in a few 
yoars he really, did die. It is a pity that the 
clean isn't still on earth to deal with Veunor 
and Wiggins. A good dose of ridicule is prob- 
ably the most'effectual weapon which can be 
iise'd against them, and. the dean was a master 
of tho art.

ABBUCKLB'S LETTER. 


The Chicago Election and the 


Trials and Tribulations of 


Reporters in that City. 


CHICAQO, April 3,1883. 


EDITORS EEPUBLIOAN:—I used to 


think we got our excitement blood- 
raw about election time in Decatur, 
but thafc was before I had been 
through a campaign in. Chicago, or 
had seen the political elephant turn- 
ed loose with his war-paint on. The 
eighteen wards in this city have on 
an average not less than twelve pre- 
cincts each, making at the least cal- 
culation 216 polling places, inside 
tho city proper, at any one of which 
there is 
more voting, 
straight, 


crooked and mixed, more pulling, 
hauling and clawing, and a more va- 
ried assortment of ward gymnastics, 
than are ever seen at the polls in 
Decatnr where an entire ward assem- 
bles to exercise the rights of free and 
untrammeled citizenship. But it is 
not on election day, it is not in the 
ward caucuses or the parades of 
ward clubs that the newly-arrived 
elector beholds the unwritten won- 
ders or the unrevealed mysteries of 
politics in ^Chicago. It is at the 
headquarters of the two powerful 
and opposing factions, and in view 
of the barred and guarded door, that 
stands as a sentinel between the vul- 
gar outer world and the t executive 
committee, that the stranger uncov- 
ers as in the presence of the mighty 
dead, and exclaims before he is aware 
of it: "Well, I'll be blowed!" The 
executive committee is a high and 
mighty tribunal, -whose word is law, 
and from whose decision there can 
be no murmur or appeal. They are 
selected by their silk stocking asso- 
ciates, and endowed with as much 
authority as the commanding officer 
of a Sunday school picnic. 
They 


take charge of the funds raised by 
the assessment of candidates or oth- 
erwise, and are expected to use all 
the cash on hand to the best of their 
ability in the 
endeavor to "fix 


things" and ensure success. And 
such a motley crew as that campaign 
fund attracts! Newspaper publish- 
ers, bill posters, band leaders, ticket 
peddlers, campaign speakers, clerks, 
errand boys, doorkeepers, coachmen, 
blowers and strikers, nnd the repre- 
sentatives of a hundred other trades 
and callings, all promiscuously mixed 
up together, and "in one red burial 
blent," gather 'round that door and 
clamor to get in. What a hungry 
mob it is! All nations, tongues and 
kindreds of the earth are there, beg- 
ging for a slice from the great, 
round, snowy campaign cake, and 
curse both loud and deep when they 
are not filled. But the short-lived 
glory of the executive committee is 
soon over, its members descend once 
more to the level of common mortals, 
and the candidate counts his victory 
dear when bought with such a price. 


It would require a very long letter 


to enumerate even a few of the 
"kinks" a new man will pick up in 
the newspaper business within a 
year or two after coming to Chicago, 
but all I care to say just now is, that 
if any of "the boys" on the local force 
in Decatur have any desire to ex- 
change their present position for the 
allurements of metropolitan journal- 
ism, they will find it to their advan- 
tage to write me for particulars. If 
I cannot cause any reasonable young
